circumference, said spiral circumferential fiber in said epoxy material of said first non-extensible 
composite layer of said non-extensible composite shim with said spiral circumferential fiber 
being oriented in a plane that is substantially perpendicular to said central axis. Additionally, the 
prior does not provide a suggestion or motivation to make the instant invention.
